City Engincer Rosewater says: “They rep-
ronent the cheapest public works that have
ever been ordered in this elty. The prices at
which the contracts will be awarded are re-
markably low and it I doubtful whether the
property ownera will have another oppor-
tunity to get work done as cheaply ae thils
venr. A still lower bid woyld be secured on
asphalt for the Farnam street repaviog.”®

track and thut the lights are shaded in such
a way that none of the rays shine in the
eves of the epectators,

Goes After Contranctors for Clty Sap-

plics with n Mush.
Chalrman Buitkley of the finance com-
mittes of the city council Is out of town

nnd In His abgence Councllmun Stuht is the
acting chalrman of the committee.  Mr,
Stuht whil officiate in that eapacity at the
next council meeting, and If he carries oul
the program that he hes lald out, he will
Blgnilize the oconsion by ralsing more kinds
of brimstone than have heen noticenble in
the eouncll chamber this year. In the first
placn he declares that he will go after the
contractor who hus charge of feeding clty
prisoners, and will also knock a few holew
It the bills for stationery furniehed by Klopp
& Darilett,

He saye be Is Informed that the city Is
paying for double moeals furnished to cliy
prisonera, and that this doesn’t go as long &8
he has the Job of checking up the APro-
priation ordinance, The double meal busi-
ness wae worked for a long time by a pre-
vious contracior, but was finally discoverad
by the council and prohibited, There was a
lively competition for the job of feeding the
prisonerg . and one contractor secured It by
putting in a very low bid. The econtract
price was €0 mueh a meal and he recoupid
himeelf by furnlshing each prisoner with
two meals lnstead of one, and charging the
clty accordingly. The two meals together
were cuough to falrly satiefy a hungry man
and the scheme was worked for some tme
before it was dizcovered. Now Stuht thinks
the same scheme s belng worked, and he
broposes to hald up the bills until a more
satigfaclory syatem of checking up the con-
tractor Is put In operation,

In the case of the stationery  bills the
councilman avers that the city 6 also being
worsted. Hvery artlele that 1s used by the
elty lx furnished under @ contract which
t!nelgn:ﬂr-s the price that f& to be paid.  Bul
Stuht =ays that this Is frequently evaded,
He declares that the contract provides for
certaln articles at a certain jrice, but that
the contractors furnish a slmiliae artieles
but of & different make and charge double the
orlee mentioned ig the contrace,

Mr, Stuht also announces that his report
on the tux commissionoer ordinance will cut
thie requirements as submitted by the tax
commissioner equarely Intwo. Inetead of €Imn-
ploying a chier elerk and' an asg=l=tant clerk

he will recommend that only one clerk be
allowed. Instead of allowing the appolntment
af thirty deputles for the entire clty to

make the wetunl assessmint he will recom-
mend  that the number be réduccd 'to two
from each ward or eighteen in all,

The ordinance now in the hands of the
finance committes, which provides for the
appointment of a supervisor of streets at a
salary of $1.500 a yvear, will be returned by
Stuht with a recommendation that it be
placed on file. Stuht declares that the city
has no possilile uege for such ap official and
the ordinanees would merely provide a joh
rt;r some oune at the expense of the taxpay-
ere,

Councllman Lobeck is the remaining mem-
ber of the commlittes, but Stuht gay« that if
Lobeck declines to entor into the spirit of
the proposed reforms, he will submit the
reéports outlined on his own responsibility.

RENSTHROM  ALLEGES BLACKMAILL,

Suit Brought Agalnst Him is Abruptly
Dismissed,

Nelson A. Renstrom charges that his re-
ecent arrest on the charge of obtaining maoney

under false pretenses was only a part in
an attempted blackmalling scheme. His
cinlm sppeared to have been pretty woll

subetantinted yesterday In the very pecullar
manner In which the case ended,

Henstrom s the manager of a medicinal
bath establishment which has its offices in
The Bee bullding. Two years ago, on
January 17, 1805, he borrowed $150 from a
colored woman, Mary Mitchell, giving his
note for the money. Al lutervals after that
he borrowed about §100 more, giving secu-
rity in each case.

A few days ago one Benjamin F. Brown
awore to @ cosmplalpt In police court against
Renstrom, charging bhlin with securing the
money under false pretenses, 1t was chargod
that the security glven for the money was a
share In an lovention, which at the tline was
not patented, Brown hlmsell attached his
name to the complaint. The case was get
for trial yesterday.

When the case was called Renetrom
goented an affidavit from Mary Mitchell. In
this the woman swore that the prosecution
had never been brought with her congent or
knowledge, She admitted that she had
loaned the money to Renstrom, bul was per-

pre-

fectly satlsfled with the note he pgave her
for 1t. The note was renewed about two
months ago. Furthermore, the woman set
out that Hahnemann Pyburn came to her,
informed her of the coge which has been
gtarted, and told her that ehe must swear
that Renstrom bad  secured the money by

falge pretenses, She at that time told him
that Henstrom was Innoecent of any eriminal
traneaction and that she was eatisfied with
the security he gave her. On this ehowing
the county attarney at once ordered the dis-
mireal of the case,

Pyhurn, who 18 well known about the city,
has Interested himself In the case to a con-
slderable degree, appesring as the attorney
for the complalning witness,

IRON AND MAKBLE WORK NOT INCLUDED

Cinder the Contrnct the Ballding is

to Ne Completed Rendy for
Lse by April 153 of
Next Year,
John Fleld, an Omaha contractor, will

bulld the new passenger station of the Dur-
lington rallroad at Tenth and Mason streets

| He wae tho lowest bidder, and It was Prac-
tically declded that he should be awarded
the contract severdd davs ago, when Gen-
eral Menager Holdrege of tho .
& M. returned from  the west, It
was  degmed best, however, to walt un-
til the plans and  epecifications  could

b gone over by Architoct Kimball and Con-
tractor Ficld before any announcement was
mide, The conference yestorday was satls-
factory to both parties, and Immediately
aftorward notlcea of the award were malled
to all the contractors who had submitted
bids,

The contract calle for the completion of
the passenger statlon by April 16, 18080 1t
must be ready for occupancy and entlre use
hy that date. The contract figures were
not given out by Architect Kimball, As the
contract awarded John Fleld doeg not in-
clude the lron work or the marble work,
it wag thought wise to hold the contract
figures untll the bide for the other work
had been let, Present estimates show that
the total cost of the structure will run
within a few hundreds dollars of the $300.-
000 mark. The contract calls for the build-
ing of the station according to the plans
deseribed in The Bee of May 9.

In order to have the strueture completed
it the appointed time the contractor will
at onee begin active bullding operations,
Every effort will be made Lo have the
atructure under roof before gnow flles, in
order that the interlor work may be car-
ried on during the winter monthe, Con-
trary to popular opinion, work on the depot
hns been at a standstill lately, not because
of any legal trouble with the firm of King-
man & Co,, but because the contract for
bullding had not been awarded, General
Mannger Holdrege of the B, & M, recently

made-a statement to this effect to a Bee
reporter. Now that the cvontract has been
ler it Is assured that there will be more

signs of activily In the vicinity of Tenth
and Mason streets thun there have been for
muny a day, and that the work of bullding
will be pushed forward until the structure
iy complete,
